Cuanorvo Namrs.—Hereafter, those who | 
wish to have their names changed, can do so | 
by applying to the County Court. Follow- | 
ing is an abstract of the law on this. sub- | 
ject : 

Sec. 1. Provides that hereafter the names | 
of pers ns may be changed by a special pro- 
ceeding in the County Court.
